KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 21.—Col. John 
e T. Crisp died of apoplexy at his home in 
Benton Park, near Independence, early this 
morning. 

Shortly after midnight, Col, Crisp com- 
plained of feeling badly and a servant was 
dispatched for a physician a short time 
later, as the atiack grew moré severe. 
The nearest physician was summoned, but 
when he arrived at the house about 3 
o'clock, Col. Crisp was dead. 

‘Col. Crisp was one + of the  best- 
known men in Missouri. He earned 
his military title fighting for the southern 
confederacy, having taken 4 conspicuous 
part in many battles. He was a member 
of the famous conference held at Neosho 
in 1861 by Gov. Jackson and secessionist

Before Gen. Corbin started on his drive 
Col. Godwin called to pay his respects 
and report. He stated that he was not 
infcrmed as to the number of state troops 
that would be present. New York. he 
saia, will send 12 companies cf 100 men 
each. Missouri will have, in round num- 
bers, 3000 soldiers, 400 of which. the First, 
will be reserved for guard duty, suppie- 
mented by 100 Jefferson Guards. On April 
2% Col. Godwin, Chief of Police Kiely and 
Capt. McNamee of the Mounted district 
will go over the ground together, and de- 
cide upon the mthod of patroling the lin 
of march and the Sxposttios grounds. ° 

Gen. Corbin suggested that a system of 
telephones be situated along the iine of 
march, so that the head of the parade 
could be in constant communication with 
staff officers on the line to faciltate the 
movement of the troops. This will proba- 
bly be done. 

en. Corbin stated that it would be well 
to prepare for the reception of more mili- 
tlamen than have been expected. When it 
was suggested that the men might have to 
sleep on the floors of the bulldings in which 
they are to be quartered, he said posi- 
tively that the state troops must not be 
subjected to any such hardships and in- 
structed Col. Jacobs to, at once, telegraph 
to the War Department to have shipped 
here 6000 cots with wire mattresses. 

During the day, Gen. Corbin will go into 
the details of subsistence for the troops 
On account of the vast business of cater- 
ing to 10,000 or 15.000 soldiers in temporary 
quarters, meals will be served in relays. 
the first breakfast beginning at 5 o'clock. 
All classes of troops will be served with 
regulation army rations, and the discipline 
will in no wise be changed from that of 
the regular service.

The bull movement in wheat received @ 
very decided check today. Bearish specu-

The bears tovk 
advantage of this, and with “scalpine op- 
erators generally lined up on the seli.g 
side for a turn, they managed to bring | 
about a smash in the market. Althoug 
the foreign markets put the brakes on and 
refused to follow the bull movement any 
further, and also shut off most of their 
purchases, here is nothing to indicate 
much weakness abroad and the crop news 
cabled over by Broomhall reveals condi- 
tions abroad that are bead enough to keep 
the trade across the water in a very un- 
cae frame of mind. They will be found

in America. In coarse ain there is 
nothing but extreme dullness, both in
